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WELL-KNOWN  and  oft  repeated  adage  is  that  "History  repeats  itself."  Do 
not  be  surprised,  then,  if  our  history  happens  to  be  in  some  respects  like  a  great 
many  other  class  chronicles  you  have  heard.  There  will  still  be  enough  difference 
to  lend  us  a  distinguishing  personality. 

In  the  year  1921,  about  the  middle  of  September,  there  set  sail  on  the  sea  of 
knowledge  a  magnificent  fleet  proudly  bearing  the  banners  of  white  and!  gold,  and  carrying 
the  motto,  "Excelsior."  This  fleet  was  headed  for  a  distant  country — "The  Land  of 
Graduation."  Now  this  land  could  be  reached  only  by  a  voyage  of  four  years  over  a  much 
traveled,  but  to  us,  just  beginning  the  passage,  unknown  sea.  Four  isles  must  be  thoroughly 
explored  before  we  could  reach  this  promised  land.  Freshman  and  Sophomore,  or  the  Lands 
of  the  Wise  Fools ;  Junior  and  Senior,  or  the  Domains  of  the  Owls,  were  the  islands  on 
which  we  must  spend  one  year  each.  On  board  our  vessel  there  were  voyagers  from  such 
minor  isles  as  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh,  and  other  ports,  each  firmly  resolved  to  succeed 
or  go  down  with  the  ship. 

At  times  in  our  journey  we  were  in  the  deep  depths,  but  in  most  cases  we  rode  the 
waves  serenely.  Some  of  our  members  almost  fell  overboard  when  the  mercury  stood  below 
seventy,  and  I  have  known  them  to  go  headlong  into  the  deep  when  it  dropped  as  low  as 
zero.-  At  times  we  found  the  sea  calm  and  invigorating;  then  again  it  was  restless  and 
nauseating. 

Luckily  the  most  of  those  who  found  themselves  floundering  in  the  waves  were  rescued 
by  life-savers  and  given  a  good  lecture  of  warning"  by  the  Captain. 

In  our  first  year  out,  eighty-five  foolish,  frivolous  Freshmen— the  largest  class  'that 
had  entered  F.  H.  S  —  so  large  that  three  rooms  were  required  to  house  it— began  its  career 
with  the  election  of  Frances  Stedman,  President;  Clay  Cheek,  Vice-President,  and  Donald 
New,  Secretary-Treasurer.  This  was  a  memorable  year  for  F.  IT.  S.  The  new  class,  along 
with  the  older  sea  dogs,  entered  into  the  spirit  of  their  fleet  witli  real  enthusiasm.  Pep 
and  energy  were  rousingly  shown  in  the  help  given  to  make  the  football  team  of  1921  the 
Champions  of  the  State.     This  year  marks,  too.  the  first  gift  of  the  Kiwanis  Medals.     John 
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Larkins  won  the  Declamation  Medal,  and  Clay  Cheek  the  Essay   Medal,   for  the   Freshman 
Class. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  the  High  School  took  a  notable  leap  in  importance  in  the  State. 
The  football  team  won  the  State  Championship,  and  the  basketball  and  baseball  teams  both 
made  good  showings.  The  student  body  and  athletic  association  were  now  organized.  Many 
other  activities  also  were  carried  on  successfully.  Much  of  the  success  of  these  under- 
takings was  due  to  the  loyalty  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  fall  of  1922  found  us  on  the  isle  of  pride,  false  knowledge,  and  sophistication — 
we  were  Sophomores!  Simpson  Schenck,  George  Leatherwood,  Virginia  Huske,  and 
Dorothy  Sheetz  were  our  honorable  officers.  Stanley  Strickland,  Dicky  Lilly,  and  James 
Coffey  were  chosen  for  the  High  School  statistics,  and  John  Anderson  was  selected  for 
The  LaFamac  staff.  Louise  Tyler  won  the  spelling  contest,  and  the  scholarship  medal 
for  that  year. 

Early  in  the  fall  of  1923  our  class,  now  seasoned,  experienced,  responsible,  influential 
Juniors,  organized  with  Lawrence  Green,  President;  Lillian  Stickland,  Vice-President;  Mary 
Sutton,  Secretary ;  and  James  Ingold,  Treasurer.  Further  honor  and  acknowledgment  of  the 
class'  popularity  was  shown  when  the  student  body,  the  first  organized  in  the  new  Alexander 
Graham  Building,  chose  for  two  of  its  officers  Frances  Stedman  and  John  Franck.  The 
class  excelled  in  all  athletics,  its  members  composing  a  large  part  of  the  teams.  The  class 
teams  won  both  the  football  and  basketball  championships  of  the  High  School. 

In  September,  1924,  we  set  out  to  weather  the  storms  brought  upon  us  as  Seniors. 
Were  we  at  last  upon  that  longed  for  shore?  Could  it  be  possible  that  those  privileges 
which  characterize  a  Senior  year  were  so  near  at  hand  ?  The  class  missed  those  whom 
disaster  had  befallen  during  the  days  of  the  long  voyage,  and  now  was  composed  of  fifty-nine 
boys  and  girls.  These  filled  their  new  positions  with  dignity  and  a  determination  to  lead 
the  school  through  another  successful  year.  In  William  Hill,  George  Leatherwood,  Sophia 
Pope,  and  Virginia  Huske  the  class  found  most  efficient  officers.  In  the  organization  of 
the  Student  Body  the  class  held  the  leadership,  John  Franck,  Frances  Stedman,  and  George 
Leatherwood  being  chosen  officers  of  this  body.  John  Anderson  and  Simpson  Schenck 
were  elected  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  respectively,  of  the  Hi-Y  Club.  The  class 
continued  to  excel  in  athletics.  The  football  championship  was  again  won  by  the  class 
team,  while  the  class  was  well  represented  on  all  the  varsity  teams.  Many  outstanding- 
characters  were  found  in  the  members  of  the  class.  Alice  Matthews,  Frances  Stedman, 
Lillian  Strickland,  Lawrence  Green,  Simpson  Schenck,  Jim  Parsley,  and  John  Anderson 
won  places  from  the  fifteen  statistics  for  the  High  School. 

But  the  length  of  the  chronicle  fails  me!  To  relate  even  a  small  part  of  the  many 
happy,  inspiring  and  amusing  experiences  that  have  fallen  to  our  lot  would  be  as  impossible 
as  it  would  be  to  stand  one  of  Miss  Newton's  Geometry  examinations  in  a  forty-minute 
period ! 

So,  let  us  weigh  anchor  and  plant  our  feet  firmly  on  the  Isle  of  Tomorrow,  while  wc 
foster  the  dream  of  our  happy  four  years  at  "ole  F.  H.  S."

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A  Review  of  the  Football  Season 


HEX  Coach  Harmer  called  for  football  candidates 
early  in  September,  about  35  husky  men  reported 
for  the  work-outs.  Most  of  the  material  was  new, 
but  it  was  not  long  before  there  was  a  good  look- 
ing team  built  around  Captain  Green ;  Leather- 
wood,  Walters,  Raynor  and  Sandlin.

win  the  next  game. 

A  week  later  the  F.  H.  S.  team  met  the  Aberdeen  eleven,  but  these  were  no 
match  for  the  Purple  and  Gold  men.  Long  end  runs,  hard  line  plunging  by 
Fayetteville  backs,  and  a  touchdown  on  the  kickoff  by)  Bullard  were  features  of 
the  game.     1'inkston  and  Kistler  starred  for  Fayetteville. 

(  )ur  next  game  was  to  be  played  with  Rockingham,  the  future  champions 
of  North  Carolina.  We  lost.  20-0,  but  we  played  them  like  Yellow  Jackets 
from  beginning  to  end.  Fifteen  men  were  knocked  out,  an  equal  number  from 
both  sides.  The  men  that  did  stellar  work  for  Fayetteville  were  Captain  Green, 
Leatherwood,  and  Brafford. 

<  )ur  fourth  game  was  played  with  Sanford,  our  old  rivals.  The  locals  had 
just  put  in  a  week  of  stiff  practice,  and  were  prepared  to  give  their  best;  but 
although  this  was  given  with  real  pep  our  opponents  won,  11  to  0,  despite  our 
final  aerial  attack.  Coffee,  Jenkins  and  Morris  were  the  outstanding  men  for 
Fayetteville  in  this  game. 

Flamlet  played  us  a  no-score  game  on  a  field  covered  with  several  inches  of 
dust,  and  at  the  final  whistle  the  players  looked  like  the  survivors  of  Custer's 
last  stand.  The  game  was  rather  slow  throughout.  Twice  we  attempted  to 
score,  when  within  a  few  yards  of  the  goal,  but   failed.     Franck,  Walters  and 
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Clark  were  doing  their  best  to  win  that  game  for  us,  but  they  did  not  have  the 
rest  of  the  team  back  of  them. 

We  played  Wilmington  during  the  fair,  and  lost  to  the  tune  of  9-0.  This 
defeat  was  hard  to  take  because  we  made  seven  first  downs  to  Wilmington's 
five.  We  were  caught  asleep  and  the  New  Hanover  eleven  completed  three 
forward  passes  to  score  on  us.  Allanach  at  center,  and  Sandlin  at  full  did  the 
best  work  for  the  Yellow  Jackets. 

(  >ur  first  championship  game  was  with  Raeford  at  Raeford.  To  best  our 
old  rivals  was  what  we  expected,  but  we  were  sadly  disappointed,  for  the  heavy 
Raeford  fullback  ran  roughshod  through  our  line  to  score  at  will,  and  thus 
Raeford  broke  a  long-standing  record  the  .locals  had  held  over  them.  Patterson 
at  tackle,  and  Davis  at  end,  were  the  outstanding  stars  for  Fayetteville. 

( )ur  second  team  proved  to  be  about  as  good  as  the  first  team,  when  they 
held  Lumberton  to  a  6  to  6  tie.  Kestler  and  Lessen:  ran  through  Lumberton's 
line  at  will,  but  Fayetteville  could  score  only  once.  Kestler  plunging  over  tackle 
from  the  ten-yard  line.     Wellons  also  played  a  good  game  at  tackle. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Manrod,  Assistant  Coach,  for  the  work  he  did 
this  year  in  every  way  to  make  us  better  fitted  to  play  the  game  clean  and  straight, 
and  to  give  our  best  in  every  contest. 

We  are  also  grateful  to  the  subs  that  came  out  every  day,  putting  in  hard 
work  and  giving  us  scrimmage  so  that  we  might  gain  the  practice  we  needed. 
The  subs  that  deserve  honorable  mention  are:  "Bull''  Pinkston,  "Keystone" 
Bennett,  and  Kenneth  Gallup.

.  --J  After  two   weeks   of   hard   practice,    Swift    rounded   out    a 

good  defensive  and  a  strong  offensive  team.  A  week  later 
we  played  our  first  game  with  Pinehurst,  and  administered  a 
crushing  defeat  to  the  Pinehurst  crew,  by  the  overwhelming  score 
of  31-3.  Sandlin  and  Raynor  hit  home  runs.  Sandlin  hit  with 
two  men  on. 

We  next  journeyed   to   Lumberton.     McBennett   pitched   a 
great   game,   allowing  only   6   hits,   but    ragged    support    in    the 
pinches  proved  fatal  and  we  lost,  4-1.     Sandlin  led  the  attack 
with  three  hits  out  of  four  trips  to  the  plate. 

In  Sanford,  we  met  our  most  formidable  foe.  They  hopped  on  McBennett 
for  six  runs  in  the  first  inning,  and  gained  five  more  in  the  second  and  third. 
After  the  third  McBennett  pitched  shutout  ball,  allowing  only  two  hits  in  six 
innings,  but  the  lead  obtained  by  Sanford  in  the  first  three  frames  was  never 
overcome  and  consequently  we  lost,  11-4. 

We  met  an  old  rival  in  the  Parkton  club,  and  suffered  hard  when  we  lost, 
7-1.  McBennett  was  off  form  and  allowed  five  runs  before  he  could  be  replaced 
by  Herndon,  who  pitched  good  ball  for  the  remaining  five  innings,  allowing 
only  two  hits. 

We  dropped  the  first  of  a  three-game  series  to  Raeford  by  the  score  of  12-6. 
Failure  to  play  heads-up  ball  spelled  defeat  for  Fayetteville. 

Revenge  is  sweet  and  Fayetteville  got  it  when  they  defeated  "Parkton,  8-1. 
McBennett  held  them  safe  all  the  way.  Fayetteville  hit  Blount  to  all  corners  of  the 
lot.  The  feature  of  the  game  was  Raynor's  circuit  clout  into  the  centerfield  stands 
with  the  bases  crowded. 

In  the  most  sensational  game  of  the  season,  we  won'  a  5-4  decision  over 
Pumberton  in  eleven  innings.  With  the  exception  of  the  fourth,  when  Lumberton 
scored  all  their  runs,  Pascal  pitched  air-tight  ball.  He  weakened  in  the  ninth,  and 
McBennett  was  then  called  into  action.  After  catching  a  man  off  third,  retiring 
the  next  two  batters  via  the  strike  out  route,  and  with  the  winning  run  on  second 
in  the  eleventh,  Pascal  doubled  to  center  and  ended  the  game. 

Raeford  came  to  Fayetteville  for  the  second  game  of  the  series  and  were 
decisively  defeated,  1 1  to  3.  Evans'  home  run  into  the  left  field  bleachers  and 
Bethune's  sensational  catching  were  the  outstanding  features. 
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Fayetteville  went  on  a  batting  spree  and  easily  vanquished  Lumberbridge, 
13  to  2.  Lumberbridge  used  three  pitchers  in  an  effort  to  check  the  slaughter. 
The  batting  of  Evans,  Bethune,  Maultsby,  Hutaff  and  the  fielding  of  Morn's 
featured. 

In  one  of  the  closest  games  played  in  Fayetteville  this  season  we  defeated 
Elise  Prep  School.  3  to  2.  A  sensational  rally  in  the  ninth  inning  that  netted 
three  runs  put  us  in  the  lead.  A  single,  a  walk  and  triple  knotted  the  score. 
Gallup  then  won  the  game  with  a  sharp  single  to  center.  Evans  and  Gallup  were 
the  stars  of  the  game. 

We  defeated  Red  Springs  in  a  pitching  duel  between  Pascal  and  Brewer. 
We  won  the  game  in  the  third,  scoring  a  trio  of  runs  on  consecutive  hits  by 
Maultsby,  McBennett,  Evans  and  Hutaff.  Red  Springs'  lone  run  came  in  the 
seventh  on  a  single  and  a  triple. 

In  a  ragged  game,  featured  by  errors  and  bonehead  plays,  we  tied  Eumber- 
bridge,  5  to  5,  in  12  innings.  Pascal  had  the  game  on  ice  but  two  errors  in  the 
eighth  allowed  the  opposing  team  to  score  four  runs.  We  came  back  in  the 
ninth,  scoring  two  runs,  but  were  unable  to  win.  The  game  was  called  at  the 
end  of  the  twelfth  on  account  of  darkness. 

Our  last  game  of  the  season  and  the  rubber  game  of  the  series  with  Raeford 
was  played  in  Fayetteville.  Raeford  started  off  with  a  rush,  scoring  three  runs 
off  McBennett  in  the  first  frame.  From  then  on  McBennett  was  invincible  and 
with  two  big  innings  we  won,  8  to  3.  The  whole  team  played  good  ball  and  the 
pitching  of  McBennett  and  the  catching  of  Bethune  were  outstanding.
